The attitude of many of Mr. Bryan's 
former lieutenants toward him was 
evinced in the speeches of several who 
addressed the convention after him.

Mr. Bryan, seated as a member of the 
Lancaster county delegation, was on 
his feet immediately with a protest 
and offered an amendment that would 
modify the intent of the original mo- 
The Bryan adherents denounced 


the Hitchcock motion as “gag rule” 


and their opponents declared that “in- 


dividual rule’’ must not prevail. 

Chatrman Smyth ordered a roll call 
on the amendment. When two-thirds 
had been called, opponents of Mr. 
Bryan realized that he was defeated 
and a wave of cheers that drowned the 
roll call began. 

As Chairman Smyth read the result, 
436 against Mr. Bryan’s amendment to 
394 in favor of it, the delegates sound- 
ed a fresh volume of cheers that seem- 
ed to indicate their relief from the un- 
certainty that had existed as to the 
strength which Mr. Bryan might de- 
velop in the convention.

‘Trying to Be President 


of Whole People. » 


President Declares, in His Po- 
sition, He Has No Right to 
Make Political Speeches--The 


Only Platform He Stands On} 


Is One of Patriotism. 


Portland, Maine, July 26.—President 
Taft today put himself on record as 


subscribing absolutely to the prin- 
ciple that a president of the United 
States should not talk politics. He 
landed at Rockland this morning to 
make the last speech of his ten days’ 
cruise. Maine is seething with poli- 
tics just now. The elections are to be 
held September 12. Rockland is the 
home of ex-Governor William T. Cobb, 
who is a candidate for the United 
States senate to succeed Senator Hale, 
and is particularly interested in the 


campaign. 

Mr. Taft spoke to a large crowd 
from an‘ automobile. He told of his 
appreciation of the welcome which had 
been accorded to his party, and then 
“drifted” closer to a political utterance 
than at any other time during his 
trip. The harbor at Rockland, the big 
granite breakwater and the ships be- 
hing it had brought ship subsidy to 


the president's mind. 
No Right te Talk Politics. 


“They suggest to me,” he said, “the 
importance of our coastwise shipping. 
They also suggest the importance of 
improving our foreign shipping: All of 
which brings me so near to politics 
that I merely suggest it and leave it 
with you.” 

The president paused for a moment 
and then he apparently decided to take 
the demonstrative throng of listeners 
into his confidence. 

“You know,” he said reflectively, “it 
is a little difficult when you are 
thinking politics and having a great 
deal to do with polit'cs. to make fiuent 
remarks without running up against 
politics. 

“But traveling as I am, as president 
of the United States, I have no right 
to be other than president of the 
whole people or to stand on any plat- 
form except that of patriotism, love 
of country and prosperity for all.” 

Fraught With Interest. 

The president's sentiment called out 
a great cheer from the crowd. eH said 
goodby and was whirled away. 

In view of the speaking trip which 
the president is scheduled to make in 
Ohio and other middle western states 
this fall, his statement of how far a 
chief magistrate ef the nation should 
go in politics was fraught with par- 
ticular interest.

Approximately $5,580 was yesterday 
raised for the purpose of removing 
and remodeling the houses which will 
become necessary in order to widen 
Marietta street from Foundry to North 
avenue, as is planned. The showing 
would be exceptionally good under any 
circumstances, but since the commit- 
tee taking subscriptions saw only five 
persons, the work done is still more 
encouraging. 

President P. 8. Arkwright, of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany, subgcribed $5,000 of the amount 
raised, which, in addition to the ex- 
pense of moving the car tracks to the 
center of the widened street will cause, 
will bring the street railway’s dona- 
tion to the improvment of this thor- 
oughfare well out beyond all the rest. 
It is. estimated that widening the 
street will cost the street car com- 
pany in the nefghbohood of $13,000, 
which is over and above the expense 
of the new wood block paving, which 
is now being laid on Marietta street. 

The committee selected to secure 
subscriptions for moving the houses 
which now stand in the way of the pro- 
posed improvement is composed of 
Councilman W. T. Winn, 8. 8S. Selig, 
and W. M. Fain. The committee be- 
gan work Tuesday morning and 
throughout the day failed to find a 
man who hesitated to subscribe his 
prorata share of the expense to be in- 
curred.

for the fate of their pet resolution.

We are un- 
alterably opposed to the system known 
as ‘Cannonism,’ and are in hearty sym- 
pathy with the insurgent movement in 
and out of congress.

and hurled verbal shafts at each other. 
The Omaha mayor said he welcomed 
a fight in the convention, as a trip of 
several hundred miles to the harmoni- 
ous gathering was not worth the ex- 
penditure of car fare. 

Eager for a Battle. 

Governor Shallenberger also as- 
serted his eagerness for a  Dat- 
tle, and announced . his willing- 
ness to stand for election on the 
indorsement of the daylight closing 
law, the operation of which had been 
attacked by Mayor Dahliman and his 
followers. The governor also prom- 
ised the delegates that if reelected, to- 
gether with a democratic legislature, 
he would give them opportunity, 
through legislative action, to settle 
the saloon question definitely. 

The differences of the Shallenberger 
and Dahlman factions on the minor 
points of the platform did not prevent 
a solid front by them against the 
county option issue, of which Mr. Bryan 
was the only sponsor.

The bill passed was that by Mr. Vin- 
son, of Baldwin, appropriating as an 
additional maintenance fund to the 
state sanitarium for the insane, the 
sum of $25,000 for the year 1910 and 
the sum of $35,000 for the year 1911. 

In support of his bill, Mr. Vinson 
declared that the cost of maintenance 
at present is only 37 cents per inmate 
per day; that the employees of the in- 
stitution are inadequately paid and 
that the increase in the cost of living 
and the increase in the number of 
patients make these two appropria- 
tions absolutely necessary. 

Hall Opposes Appropriation. 
Mr. Hall, of Bibb, declared the Dill 


should not pass because there was 
nothing to Show what the money was 
to be used for and he did not feel like 
turning these sums over to the trus- 
tees without having some knowledge 
of how the money would be spent.

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BANKING AMENDMENT 
URGED BY F. B. PERRY 


Action Is Earnestly Awaited 
by the State Treasury 
Department. 


The amendment to the state banking 
law proposed in a bill introduced last 
year is being earnestly awaited by the 
stut> treasury department. In a stgte- 
ment given out yesterday, Hon. F. B. 
Perry, assistant to the state treasurer, 


says: 
“This qepartment regrets very much 
that the banking bill presented in the 


general assembly last year and 
brvught up to its third reading in both 
branches, is still hanging fie, not- 
withstanding it has the favorable re- 
port of the committee on banking, 
and is of great importance to the peo- 
pie generally of the state. 
“With the increasing number of 
state banks, now more than 500, sit- 
uated in almost every town and ham- 
let in the state, there are certain 
amendments to the present law that 
are absolutely essential to the better 
cortrol and supervision of the banks. 
This is what the bill mainly seeks to 
cure, and without expense, too, to the 
taxpayers, the banks themselves bein 
anxious and willing to pay whatever 
little additional expense may be in- 
curred in order that they may get the 


necessary changes asked for:’in the 
bill. It will not only insure better 
supervision of the banks, but also 
better protection to the patrons, stock- 
holders and others interested in any 
way in banking. The passage of this 
bill, to our way of reasoning, is just 
as important as any bill that has been, 
is now, or may be before the present 
session of the legislature. We would be 
very glad, therefore, to see the mem- 
bers take up and pass the bill without 
further delay.

The bill of Representatives Hender- 
son of Irwin, Heard of Dooly, Kendrick 
of Taliaferro and others to appro- 
priate $10,000 to the state board of 
entomology, to be used for experi- 
mental work in the eradication of 
black root in cotton, took up most of 
the time of the house of representa- 
tives yesterday afternoon, and vas 
passed by a vote of 126 to 19.

The authors of the bill replied that 
these are not the facts. The state. they 
declare, is in sore need of work to be 
done at once to exterminate the black 
root, for numbers of farmers are suf- 
fering from its ravages on their cot- 
ton crops.

Another Affidavit Is Re- 
ceived in Walker Co. 
Trouble. 


An echo of the Walker county dis- 
order, in connection’ with which Gov- 
ernor Brown ordered troops to Walker 
county to quell what was represented 
to him to be a condition threatening 
the peace and order of the state, 
reached the governor’s office yester- 
day.

Grace Smedley; that he is and was a 
mine employee of the Lookout Moun- 
tain Coal and Coke Company, and 
that on the night of May 25, 1910, his 
wife was so terrified that for fear the 
Italians would carry out their threats 
to dynamite the magazine, which con- 
tained large quantities of powder and 
dynamite, he took his wife and went 
scme distance and spent the night 
with relatives, ang did not return t 
their home until the day on which the 
Iialians left the property of the Look- 
cut Mountain Coal and Coke Com- 
pany. WALTER SMEDLEY.”

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A SHOW-DOWN ON MARIETTA’S WIDENING. 


Between today and I*riday, property-owners on Marietta street, 
‘from the intersection of loundry street for the distance of ap- 
| proximately a mile on out toward the city limits, must take decisive 
action looking to the widening of that tremendously important 
thoroughfare or let the case go by default, perhaps permanently. 

On Friday afternoon the street committee of council meets to 
decide how the $13,000 available for use on Marietta shall be ex- 
pended. That sum may either be invested in a continuation of 

wood-blocks upon the present narrow area of the street from 
Foundry on out—or it may be applted to the expense of recon- 
struction inseparable trom the projected ten-foot widening of the 
street. 

An estimate of the city engineer places the approximate ex- 
pense of completing the widening plan at $28,000. 

Of this sum, the city will contribute the $13,000 set aside for 

‘the completion of the paving. The street railway company. yester- 
day further reduced the amount to be raised by a contribution of 
$s,000. “So that only $10,000 stands between the present danger- 
‘ously narrow thoroughfare and a broadened Marietta street that 
will stand for all time. 
) \W. VT. Winn, councilman from the Fifth ward, and chairman 
‘of the Fifth Ward Citizens’ Committee, is heading a committee to 
complete today and tomorrow the canvass which will assure. the 
land and funds essential to this important municipal improve- 
; ment. 

The situation 1s so well understood by the propertv-owners as 
to require only a running analysis. Citizens on the south side of 
this mile-strip, beginning with Foundry, can contribute cash only by 
reason of the conformation of the street and the position of the 
double car tracks.. The property strip is too narrow on this side to 
aonate land which must come from the citizens of the north side 
of the strip. Already an overwhelming majority pf them. have 


| 


agreed to supply the requisite ten-foot contribution. On the south 
side, a large number of property-owners have signified willing- 
ness to contribute the cash necessary to the moving back of the 
fronts and other remodeling incident to the ten-foot expansion on 
the north side. 

The time in which action can be taken is short. The paving! 
of the widened street will be taken care of in the January, rgtI, 
apportionment sheet. Thé thing that now concerns the property- 
owners is. whether they shall cooperate with the city, thus insuring 
splendid value-enhancing improvements of universal benefit—or 
whether they shall permit the street to be paved in its present in- 
tolerably restricted boundaries, with the chance that when once 
abandoned the question of widening the street will never be 
revived. , 

The proposition is one of such plain business nature that it 
should be superfluous to stress it upon the business men con- 
cerned.

GEORGIA TO RAISE 
1,500,000 BALES 


Henry Reed Says This 
Year’s Crop Will Be at 
Least This Much. 


That the Georgia cotton crop will be 
at least 1,500,000 bales thig Year, is the 
statement made by Henry S. Reed, the 
well-known Atlanta cotton man. 

“It seems to me unwise to say the 
least for people to rush into print 
for the purpose of discussing crop 
conditions in the final analysis, at this 
Beason of the year,” s@id he. “Espe- 
Clally is this true when the climatic 
conditions have retarded growth, and 
no one can tell when the first killing 
frost will come, nor can anyone tell 
what the condition of the crop will be 
when ‘Jack Frost’ stopg further de- 
velopment for the year. One thing 
quite evident to those who have 
watched the cotton crop for a series of 
years, is, there is yet time for much 
fruiting and much developing of bolls, 
and that a failure has never occurred. 

“To state that Georgia will have 
Only 1,000,000 bales grown in 1910 
requires courage, that is, if one has 
due regard for his reputation as a 
prognos-+cator. Junt figure a little 
and see what a smal) Quantity per 
acre guch a total yield means. Such 
a guess is mot in keeping with good 
judgment, and no one who is interested 
in the staple believes such a state- 
ment. It is so far from what will 
actually occur that if stated fer the 
purposes of affecting the market 
it will fall flat. 

“The publication of such reports, and 
I have noticed them in my New York 
papers, may injure Georgia in a com- 
mercial way; may cause the cautious 
business man at home and abroad to 
become over-cautious and may restrict 
the immigration which ig turning 
Georgia way from stateg further north 
and west. 

“What the fina] ginning figures will 
show the 1910 crop to be, no one can 
tell until later, very much later in 
the season; indeed, those who make 
statements os ipwd to October 15 are only 
guessing, and some of those who guess 
most guess worst. Suffice it to say 
Georgia can be depended upon to pro- 
duce her full share of the world’s 
Greatest staple; her soil, her élimate, 
her location in the belt and her people 
can all be depended upon to work in 
harmony, arfi the result wi¢l be satis- 
factory in 1910. ag in the past, and 
we may depend on at least 1,500,000 
bales of the fleecy staple when the 
census bureau at Washington gives 
vs the final figures. It is to be hoped 
our planters, great and small, will not 
sell their crops in the field because 
cotton will bring good money next fal! 
if a little common sense is used in 
marketing it.”

TEACHERS HAWK 
SALARY SCRIP 


Have to Sell It at 10 Per 
Cent Discount. 


Nearly Fifty Counties in State 
Which Pay Their Teachers in 
Scrip Due Months After 
Their Strenuous Service Has 
Been Performed. 


Because of inexcusable delinquency 
on the part of the state, schoo] teach- 
in nearly fifty Georgia counties 


order to get money to meet their 


pressing needs. 

A striking instance of this fact has 
just come to the attention of a well- 
known Atlanta banker, upon whom 
two school teachers from a south 
Georgia county called-with their scrip 
and asked him to cash it. 

Examining the paper, he found that 
it had been issued by the county au- 
thorities to the teachers for services 
rendereg in March, and was not payr- 
able until December 22, some nine 
months elapsing between the date at 
which the money was actually earned 
and the time at which it was to be 
paid. The scrip bore no interest. 

Ten Per Cent Discount. 

“Why didn’t you have this cashed at 
your local bank?’ asked the Atlantan. 

They explained that they haq done 


this before, and that they had been | 


fcrced to pay 10 per cent discount. 

The local bank had taken 10 per 
cent of the teacher's salary as a fee 
for advancing the cash. The bank, of 
course, is not expected to discount 
paper witnout charge, tnough this is 
considerably more than the legal rate 
of interest. But if the state wouid 
make the proper provision 
would be no need of any such trans- 
actions as this. 

Many Cognties Give Scrip. 

It was ascertained at the office of 

the state school commissioner that ap- 


proximately one-third of the counties. 


of the state, nearly fifty of them, 
make their payments to teachers iu 
this non-interest-bearing scrip, which 
falls due in December when the coun- 
ty gets its school money from the 
state. . 

Consequently, the teachers in these 
counties are put to the necessity of 
discounting their scrip at heavy ratos 
of interest in order to get the money 
they need. 

The teachers get little enough as it 
is; to make it necessary for them to 
give up 10 per cent of their meager 
earnings in order to get needed money 
discloses a system which is outrage- 
ously unjust. 

The twenty-two counties in-Georgia 
which have a local tax system for 
schools, those counties which. have 
gotten ahead of their appropriations 
from the state, and some few others 
which borrow money to meet their ob- 
ligation, despite the decision of the 
Fupreme court to the effect that this 
is unlawful, pay their teachers prompt- 
ly following the service rendered. 

There are a few others which issue 
interest-bearing scrip at 8 per cent, 
which the banks discount at par. But 
outside of the foregoing classes, all 
the other counties, about fifty in num- 
ber, pay in non-interest-bearing scrip, 
as stated. 

To Borrow Money. 

To meet the adverse decision of the 
Supreme court, which holds that the 
county authorities cannot lawfully 
borrow money to make advance pay- 
ments to teachers, there is a bill now 
pending in the general assembly to 
legalize this methog of meeting the 
obligation. 

This bill has passed the house. and 
is now pending in the senate. It 
quite probable it will be passed and 
become a law at this session. 

But this measure, it is stated, is but 
shifting of the burden. The counties 
may or may not borrow as they see 
fit. Then again, those counties 
which would have to make use of the 
law are the smaller and less wealthy 
ones, and they need every cent of 
school money they get from the state. 
If they borrow to pay their teachers 
in advance they must pay interest, an.l 
that interest is lost for educationa! 
purposes. 

The only thing which will really 
meet the situation in a proper man- 
nér, as has been pointed out by Gov- 
ernor Brown and others, is for the 
legislature to adopt some one of the 
Plans which have been suggested tv 
enable the state to pay out the schol 
money the moment it is due. It makes 
little difference what the plan, so long 
as it accomplishes the end aimed at— 
the payment of the teachers when 
their money is earned. 

The present legislature has taken 
no step of any kind looking to a rem- 
edy for this situation.

WAS VERY HEAVY 


Melting Away of Values 


Resembled Panic. 


Liquidation Was Forced, While 
Banking Interests Offered No 
Support, Which Played Havoc 
With Stock Values --- Money 
Market’:Was Easy.

New York, July 26.—Forced liquida- 
tion of stocks, while banking and 
financial interests refrained from 
offering support, played havoc with 
stock market values today. So rapid 
and comprehensive a shrinkage of 
prices is witnessed rarely except in 
periods of absolute panic. There was 
some selling today by holders through 
sheer fright at the rapid melting away 
of values, but for the most part the 
Selling was done in cold blood and 
with systematic determination of a 
Surgical operation. Lack of immediate 
news which might be held to indicate 
sudden and violent change in condi- 
tions affecting values pointed to an 
accumulation of influences to account 
for the movement. Absence of the 
usual talk of embarrassments on such 
occasions was taken to prove the sell- 
ing to come from sources outside the 
immediate stock market circles and to 
represent losses from large resources 
which amounted to impairment rather 
than wiping out of fortunes. There 
Was every indication to warrant the 
assumption that some heavy specula- 
tive accounts were in process of clos- 
ing out, while at the same time a 
thorough housecleaning was going on 
amongst the lenders of money on col- 
lateral looking to the weeding out of 
undesirable loans. 

Occurrences in the immediate news 
were disregarded, the United States 
Steel quarterly meeting to be held 
after the market closed almost drop- 
ring out of the consideration. The 
declaration of the regular quarterly 
dividend was taken for granted and 
the probable showing of the earnings 
report was discussed with only lan- 
Zuid interest as likely to throw light 
only on past conditions without in- 
creasing knowledge of present or fu- 
ture situations. The reaction in the 
corn market pointed to relief from 
the more excessive weather conditions 
which were believed yesterday to be 
threatening the prospects for the har- 
vest. 

Money Market Easy. 

The money market was easy and the 
rate for cal! loans ran off to the low 
est level touched in several months.

New York, July 26.—The cotton mar- 
ket was unsettled today as a result 
of old crop liquidation and prices have 
ruled generally lower with the close 
barely steady at a net decline of 9@31 
points. 

The opening was steady at a de- 
cline of 1 point to an advance of 4 
points, the new crop being relatively 
steady on cables and the continued 
hot, dry weather in the southwest. 
Late positions received good support 
after the opening, but the old crop 
was heavy, under some scattered sell- 
ing of July, which was believed to be 
against late arrivals at New York for 
delivery on contracts and liquidation 
of August. With the western belt 
forecast calling was ogge cloudy and 
continued hot weather, the new crop 
was slow to follow the decline, but 
gradually eased off ‘and in the late 
trading became rather weak under ru- 
mors of rains at two or three points 
in Texas and Wall street selling, while 
local bear pressure was also encour- 
aged by the weakness of the stock 
market. There appeared to be few 
buyers of the old crop at any time 
during the day and July sold off to 
16.387, or 31 points net lower, while 
August touched 14.91, or 27 points 
lower and the lowest prices reached 
since the culmination of the July 
covering movement at 16.66 for that 
position last week. The new crop at 
the worst showed a net loss of only 12 
@13 points and last prices were made 
up from the lowest on covering. 

It seems that a little more cotton is 
reaching here for July delivery than 
had been anticipated, and it is believed 
that this accounts for most of today’s 
selling. The bul] leaders were credit- 
ed with selling some August, but a 
good deal of the liquidation of this 
position was believed to be by “trail- 
ers,” who were replacing by purchases 
of the new crop months at the de- 
cline. 

Receipts of cotton at the ports today 
3,680, against 13,963 last week and 
3,139 last year. For the week 45,000 
bales, against 56,441 last week and 
18,401 last year. Today’s receipts at 
New Orleans 1,434, agatist 333 last 
year, and at Houston 961, against 150 
last year.

GRAIN MARKETS WEAK 
AND PRICES LOWER 


Corn and Oats Closed 
ith Net Losses for 
the Day. 


Chicago, July 26.—Wall street was 
credited with selling wheat and corn 
here today on a large scale. However 
that may be, other reasons were not 
lacking for weakness in both staples. 
Wheat receipts, actual and prospective, 
were heavy, and the world’s angel 
was shown to be 11,000,000 bushels 
larger than a year ago. Moreover, un- 
expected rains in the corn belt un- 
nerved bulls in all the grain pits. There 
was a slight rally at the close, but 
wheat showed a net loss of 1% to 1%o, 
corn % to %c and oats 4% to %c. Pro- 
visions finished unchanged to 32%0 
higher. 

One significant fact which tended to 
lower the price of wheat here was that 
foreign countries were in a position 
to import from the Pacific coast states 
without regard to the country east of 
the Rockies. France was reported to 
be bidding for Walla Walla wheat. 
Cool and clear weather for the filling 
and harvesting of the spring crop in 
the northwest was another bearish in- 
fluence. In addition, India and Russia 
were reported offering freely to west- 
ern Europe at lower prices, because of 
the timely rains. The July options 
held relatively steadier than the other 
months, as a result of a considerable 
short interest, which is making —— 
purchases in the interior. The weak- 
ness in the neighboring corn crowd 
depressed traders in wheat, but the 
final downward shove to prices was 
beyond much doubt directly or indi- 
rectly due to the break in the New 
York stock market. The closing tone 
here, however, was steady. September 
ranged from $1.04% to $1.06%, and 
finished at $1.04% to $1.04%@1.05, a 
net decline of 1%c to 1% @1%c. 

The rain, which weakened corn 
wholly or in large part, covered all of 
Iowa, the lower Ohio valley, northern 
Missouri and eastern Kansas and Ne- 
braska, but in a somewhat scattering 
way. Besides, it was mainly hot and 
clear in Kansas and Oklahoma. There 
was considerable unloading of long 
corn. Short selling, too, was conducted 
“mn an extensive scale. September 
fluctuated from 64% to 66c, and closed 
at 65% "to 66c, a net decline of % @ %c. 
The cash market was steady. No. 2 
yelleaw closed at 67 @67 Me. 

Hedging of oats proved an oppres- 
sive weight on the market. Threshing 
results were reported fine both in 
quality and yield. September varied 
from 39 to 39%, and closed at 39%, 
a loss of %c.
